| Where a man maliciouſly, or even raſhly, ſends

in the fair. courſe of his trade, only gives circula- 
tion to the narrative of a perſon of rank in the 
world, in the publicity of which, - honour, and 
even perſonal ſafety, appear to be: intereſted, 
which is beſide ſanctioned, with the ſolemnity of 
an oath. And with the truth or falſehood, of 
which the printer does not appear to have mixed 
himſelf by any a& beyond the' mere one of print- 
ing, a jury would undoubtedly diſtinguiſh between 
the malicious invention and the innocent me- 
chanic. But there is a higher principle in our 
minds than the ſucceſs of an action; namely, the
